Sithens which time diuers Woodmongers and others haue very contemptuouſly and diſozderly pzeſumed to 
ell their billets and faggots at greater pꝛices then by the lapd oꝛder is appointed. uShich their offences, I the 
Low Maioꝛ a my bꝛethꝛen the Aldermen, meane to lee ſenerely puniſhed acccoꝛdingly. And foꝛ almuch as it is 


thought that diuers Citizens and others are ignozaunt of the ſayd oꝛder and the rates and puices therein con⸗ 
teyned. J therefozethe layd · Loꝛd Maioz with the aduiſe of my layd bꝛethꝛen the Aldermen haue thought it 


meete and cduenient to notifie and declare the rates and pꝛices afozeſayd, by open and publicke pꝛoclamation, 
to the intent that all perſons whom the lame concerneth may take notice therof: willing and requiring all ſuch 
perſons as ſithens the layd laſt of May haue bought any billets oꝛ faggots at higher pꝛices then afozeſayd , oz 
ſhall hereafter during the time afozeſayd pay any moꝛe money fox billets oꝛ faggots then the ſayde pꝛice. That 
they pꝛeſently enkoꝛme me the Loꝛd Mapoz thereof, with the name ok euery ſuch offendoz , to the end that Y 
may not onely take oꝛder that the partie offending map reſtoꝛe ſuch money diſozderly taken: but receaue ſuch 
puniſhinent as ſhalbe due foꝛ his fault, Peuen at the guildhall of the ſayd Citie the kx. day of Julꝑ.
